Macleans Home Again 
After Long Auto Trip 


Crossed the Longest Wooden 
Bridge in World, Which is 
Two Hundred Feet Short of 
Being Two Miles Long 








Hugh MacLean of thes Reliable 
Shoe Shop and family arrived 
home the other day after many 
miles of motoring from Upland to 
Edmonton, Alberta, and return. 

Some of the miles traveled by 
the MacLean family can well be 
described as weary ones for about 
ten miles east of Spokane the 
good road idea goes glimmering 
and rut and chuck holes become 
entirely too common, Northeast 
from Spokane the MacLeans made 
their way to Edmonton where they 
spent two weeks. They visited 
Banf and Calgary as well as other 
Alberta cities Wefore returning. 
One of the most interesting ex- 
periences was crossing the longest 
wooden bridge in the world. near 
Spokane. x 

Crossing that bridge proved to 
be a rather disconcerting experi- 
ence for they reached the bridge 
about midnight and _  procseded 
while loose planks played a merry 
tune.
